According to court documents, ten- 
sion rose between the two in the sum- 
mer of 2008.

The court issued a restraining order 
against Miller in April 2010, which re- 
quired Miller to stay at least 100 yards 
away from Abrahams, her husband, 
home, car and workplace, and to stay 
100 yards away from the feral cat feed-

and C at CSULB. However, it was re- 
cently modified to remove the restric- 
tions regarding CSULB. 

This is the most recent appeal in a 
series of reports and restraining orders 
regarding the matter over the past few 
years. Both parties felt threatened by 
each other and provided very different 
accounts of the events that occurred on 
and off campus. 

The trial court agreed that the re- 
straints were “too broad,” since Abra- 
hams was requesting that Miller be 
forbidden from areas in CSULB even 
when she was not present.

left in critical

A 24-year-old Cal State Long 
Beach alumna is in critical condition 
after being struck by a vehicle while 
walking in downtown Long Beach. 

The hit-and-run traffic collision 
occurred on July 16 at approximately 
1:50 a.m. on Broadway. 

Mallory Farrow was admitted to 
St. Mary’s Hospital intensive care 
unit, and received head trauma, leav- 
ing her in a coma for several days. 

Farrow, a communications and 

. film studies graduate, is now at home 
and learning how to walk again. She 
suffered injuries to the right rear side 
of her brain that affected her left foot. 

“It’s like a computer reboot,” her 
father Mike Farrow said. 

“She had to relearn a few basics in 
terms of reacquiring her balance and 
walking, so now she’s doing some 
physical training. She’s walking very 
strong and everything is going great. 
We're expecting a full recovery after 
such a scary event.” 

The vehicle, which continued to 
travel westbound on Broadway after 
fleeing the scene, has been identi- 
fied as possibly .a silver four-door 
sedan, Lexus or Toyota Camry. 
The car might also have some right 


front body damage from where it hit- 


Mallory Farrow, according to Long 
’ Beach Police Accident Investigations 
Detective Richard Birdsall. 

“We're trying to get coopera- 
tion from the body shops in the area 
to see if this person has damage to 
their vehicle,” Birdsall said. “There’s

just so many body shops in the area. 
My belief is it was two o’clock in 
the morning, and there’s an obvious 
correlation with two o’clock closing 
time. I would say it was a possible 
drunk driver.” ; 

Birdsall continued, “[If he’s found] 
he will be filed under felony for a hit- 
and-run with injuries involved. This 
young lady almost died.” 

Mike Farrow has kept Mallory 
Farrow’s friends updated on her con- 
dition via Facebook. 

“There were so many people com- 
ing to the ICU that I shared on Face- 
book to keep people informed,” Mike 
Farrow said. “It’s inspired some peer 
groups and began taking a life of its 
own. People all over the place were 
communicating, and I really felt that 
that was very helpful for her to have 
such a response of friends and others 
to wish her well.”

CSULB opens spring enrollment, | 


enrolls 2,000 new students

Cal State Long Beach will accept 
around 2,000°new students for the 
spring 2012 semester, despite recent 
budget cuts that created rumors about 
the closure of the term’s admissions. 

“The CSU is working to ensure 
that transferring community college 
students can continue their education 
and achieve a bachelor’s degree,” said 
Ephraim P. Smith, CSU executive vice 


chancellor and chief academic officer, 
in a press release last Thursday. “De- 
spite these challenging times, helping 
transfer students complete their de- 
grees is a priority.” 

David Dowell, CSULB’s vice pro- 
vost and director of strategic planning, 
was one of several officials who were 
unsure if new students would be ac- 
cepted in the spring.

A geological science professor at Cal 
State Long Beach is reviewing a new 
geological time scale, called Anthropo- 
cene, to represent climate change. 

As chair of the International 
Commission on Statigraphy (ICS), 
Professor Stanley Finney has to ap- 
prove the scale for it to be scientifically 
recognized. 

The ICS has to define the start 
and end dates of massive geological 
shifts. They do this based on sedi- 
mentation levels and the fossils found 
within them. 

The ICS divides the world’s timeline 
into eons, eras, periods, epochs and ages. 

Humans were said to live in the 
Quaternary period, more specifically 
in the Holocene epoch, until now. 

In 2002, Paul Crutzen, a Nobel 


Prize winning scientist, began arguing 
that the Holocene epoch had ended and 
that we have all been living in what he 
dubbed the “Anthropocene.” 

In 2007, a group of stratigraphers in 
England decided to push for the formal 
creation of a new time scale that rec- 
ognizes the impact of human develop- 
ment, although what type of scale that 


«is has not yet been decided. 


In a university press release, Finney 
said his job is to “set the procedure” 
that determines whether the term has 
enough scientific merit to warrant the 
néw designation. 

“The people who are promoting it 
are giving all the reasons for it, but my 
concern is that they critically look at 
it,” Finney said in the press release. 

In an interview with the Daily 49er, 
Finney said he was worried that the 
new word is being pushed prematurely 
and possibly for the wrong reasons. 

He said that the term has yet to be 
defined precisely interms ofan ap- _ 
proximate starting point or categorical 
magnitude in the time scale. 

’ Finney said he loved the travel and 
the mystery of piecing together visual 
clues to create geological histories, 
comparing it to being “like a detec- 
tive.” 

“Tt offered travel and adventure and 


fun,” he said. “And I had the aptitude 
for it. It’s different then say, math 

or physics or chemistry in that its, 
geology can be more subjective, more 
visual.” 

Finney said he’s traveled all over the 
world prospecting for natural resources 
and studying geological formations. 

Over the course of his professional 
career, Finney said he’s traveled to 
Argentina, Canada, Europe and China, 
among other places. 

“Tt just opens you up to the entire 
world,” he said, “It opens you up to a 
life of fun and adventure.” 

Finney said students looking for 
their own niche should explore the 
world and learn everything they can. 

- “Get out of town!” Finney advised. 
“You have to be willing to seize 
a problem, not just do something 
because someone says do it. You have 
to take a real interest and make it your 
problem.” 

A National Geographic article writ- 
ten by Elizabeth Kolbert published in 
March examines the arguments for the 
new designation. 

In the article, Kolbert writes that our 
most lasting geological impacts may 
not be the ruins of our cities or our 
petrified cultural artifacts, but rather in 
the composition and layering of soil. 


Gov. Brown signs ‘Calif. Dream Act’ 


AB 130 will grant 
undocumented 
students eligibility 
for certain 
scholarships.

California Gov. Jerry Brown signed 
Assembly Bill 130-to grant undocu- 
mented university students eligibility 
for certain scholarships, last week. 

The bill was introduced by Assem- 
blyman Gil Cedillo and rejected by 
then-Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger dur- 
ing his time in office. 

The law makes it so immigrant stu- 
dents who are exempt from paying non- 
resident tuition are eligible to receive 
scholarships derived from non-state 
funding. 


While Brown declared in June that 
he supported the ideals of the Califor- 
nia Dream Act, the signing of Bill 130 
marks the first tangible course of sup- 
portive action on his part. 

He signed the bill at Los Angeles 
City College in front of many avid 
Dream Act supporters, including Uni- 
versity of California, Los Angeles 
Chancellor Gene Block. 

With tuition becoming less and less 
affordable, undocumented students 
have been struggling to keep up with 
the monetary demands of higher educa- 
tion. In June, the CSU Board of Trust- 
ees ruled in favor of a system-wide 12 
percent tuition increase, adding nearly 
$300 to student charges. 

Brown’s signing of Bill 130 will 
help -many undocumented students 
overcome this obstacle. UCLA Today 
reported that last year, more than $72 
million in scholarships were available 
to university students — $45 million of 
it being from the UC system. 

The California Dream Act is actu- 
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ally composed of two bills: AB 130 and. 
AB 131. Brown signed only half of the 
legislation comprising the Dream Act. 
AB 131 would allow undocumented 
students access to public financial aid ~ 
as well as the private aid that AB 130 


. authorizes. Though this legislation has 


not passed as of yet, it is still alive and 
up for consideration. 

According to a recent study conduct- 
ed by the UCLA Institute for Research 
on Labor and Employment, passing AB 
130 is crucial to California’s economic 
recovery, despite popular arguments to 
the contrary. 

The report states that because gradu- 
ation rates are projected to be sig- 
nificantly lower in the coming years, 
encouraging the enrollment of un- 
documented students is a critical move 
in keeping up with the workforce de- 
mands of California’s economy. 

Despite Brown’s commitment to ex- 
panding opportunities for undocument- 
ed students, AB 131 is more likely to 
be met with significant opposition than 
AB 130.

Tropical Storm Emily churns 
through Caribbean toward US 


LOS ANGELES (MCT) — Bring- 
ing drenching rains, Tropical Storm 
Emily crossed the Caribbean on 
Wednesday, heading for a possible 
landfall near Florida. Meanwhile, 
other parts of the South and central 
United States continued to bake in re- 
cord high temperatures. 

Emily, the fifth named storm of the 


season, was moving through the Ca- . 


ribbean at about 14 mph, the National 
Hurricane Center reported Wednes- 
day. The storm was packing winds of 
better than 50 mph and could become 
a low-level hurricane as it moves over 
the weekend toward Florida. 

Tropical storm warnings were 
in place across large sections of the 
northern Caribbean early Wednesday 
as Emily advanced toward the Do- 
minican Republic and Haiti, the Na- 
tional Hurricane Center said. 

Emily is expected to strengthen 
slightly before moving over Hispan- 
iola, the island the nations share, by 
late Wednesday. 

“Weakening is expected as the cen- 
ter moves over the high terrain of that 
island,” the Miami-based hurricane 
center said. “Some re-strengthening 
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could be moved at any time, mak- 
ing it difficult to view them. This could 
potentially lead Miller to unknowingly 
violate the restraining order. 

Miller has been living in Long 
Beach for years. He frequently rides 
bicycles with his children and dog 
onto and around the campus. His 
dog’s leash extends to six feet. 


is forecast after the center moves 
away from Hispaniola.” 

Tropical storm warnings were in 
effect for Puerto Rico, the Dominican 
Republic, Haiti, the southeast Bahamas 


and Turks and Caicos Islands. A warn- we 


ing means tropical storm conditions are 
expected within the next 36 hours. 

As of Wednesday morning, the 
storm was 180 miles southeast of San- 
to Domingo in the Dominican Repub- 

’ lic, according to the weather center. 

One danger is the heavy rains that 
bring flooding, a special danger in 
Haiti. In June, floods and mudslides 
in Port-au-Prince killed 23. Flooding 
could also worsen a cholera epidemic 
in Haiti, where 6,000 people have al- 
ready died. 

While Florida braced for a possible 
hurricane, elsewhere in the South and 
central states, people prepared to re- 
turn to the griddle of record heat that 
that has devastated the region in re- 
cent weeks. 

New records, in excess of 100 de- 
grees, were predicted in Oklahoma, 
Texas, Kansas and elsewhere.

Abrahams has- been an adamant 
supporter of the feral cat feeding sta- 
tions and was featured in local news- 
papers when the cats were in danger of 
being removed from campus in 2008. 

“Tl chain myself to the kitties 
if I have to,’ Abrahams said to the 
Press-Telegram when CSULB was 
considering the removal of the cats. 
“They’re not going to kill our kitties.” 

Miller continues to fight the litiga- 
tions against him. Abrahams’ repre- 
sentatives were unavailable to com- 
ment.

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said via email. “We are pleased to be 
able to provide access to college for those 
young people who have worked hard to 
prepare for CSULB.”

According to csumentor.com, the. of- 
ficial student-resource site of the CSU, 
CSULB does not recommend those with 
a GPA less than 2.5 to apply unless they 
are from designated community col- 
leges, such as Long Beach City College, 
Orange Coast College or Golden West 
College, and are applying to a major that 
is not impacted. 

Still, many hopeful applicants are hap- 


py to just have a chance. 

“Sure, it’s harder to get in now, but 
with the way things have been, I’m glad 
I can at least try,” said Taylor Alba, 20, 
a history major currently attending Rio 
Hondo College who will be applying for 
CSULB’s spring 2012 term. 

Despite the competitive nature of lim- 
ited admissions, nearly all majors are 
open and unimpacted for spring 2012 ap- 


plicants. Only a food science bachelor’s | 


degree through the dietetics and food 
administration department and an option 
in health care through the health science 
department are closed. 

Three Bachelor of Science special pro- 
gram majors in the engineering depart- 
ment are closed as well. 

All prospective spring 2012 students 
must apply between Aug. | and Aug. 31, 
and are required to have completed all 
the minimum CSU admission criteria by 
the end of the summer 2011 term. Those 
applying for impacted majors must also 
complete supplemental requirements by 
the end of summer 2011. 

All CSU campuses except Cal Poly 
SLO, Cal Maritime and CSU San Mar- 
cos are accepting spring applications. 
The CSU system is expecting to enroll 
between 25,000 and 30,000 new students 
this spring — several thousand shy of the 
typical enrollment of 35,000. - 
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FBI probes death of homeless man 
repeatedly struck by officers 


FULLERTON (MCT)— As _ they 
boarded an Orange County transit bus 
the night of July 5, passengers recounted 
a disturbing story in graphic detail: A 
homeless man near the bus station was 
under attack by police officers. 

“The cops are kicking this poor guy 
over there, all these cops,’ one woman 
told the bus driver in a conversation cap- 
tured on a grainy bus surveillance tape. 

“He’s almost halfway dead,” another 
passenger told the driver. “They killed 
him.” 

Exactly what happened that night has 
become the subject of anger and much 
speculation in the community. 

Officers responding to reports of an 
attempted car break-in near the station 
confronted Kelly Thomas, a 37-year-old 
schizophrenic homeless man who had 
become a fixture in downtown Fullerton. 

Six officers fought with Thomas and 
Tasered him several times, according to 
witness accounts. He emerged severely 
beaten and in a coma. A photo taken of 
him at the hospital shows his face gro- 


tesquely swollen and covered with bruis- 
es and cuts. He died five days later after 
being removed from life support. 

Now, both the FBI and the Orange 
County district attorney’s office are in- 
vestigating, and the case has generated 
an emotional response from residents of 
the college town, who are demanding an- 
swers from the Police Department. 

Suspicions about the incident have 
been heightened by two videos on which 
witnesses react to the police action. In one 
video taken by a bystander, Thomas can 
be heard screaming “Dad! Dad! Dad!” 
over the clicking sounds of the Taser. 

“They've Tased him five times al- 
ready,” a woman can be heard saying on 
the video. “That’s enough!” 

“They're freaking ruthless,” 
man says, adding moments later. 

Officials said there were other videos 
that have not been released, including 
some that might more directly capture 
what the officers did.

The DAAD scholarship provides 
De Haro with 650 Euros a month 
for living expenses, a plane ticket, 
health insurance and a start-up sum 
upon her arrival to cover necessi- 
ties. De Haro is going through the 
CSULB direct exchange program 
and, thus, her tuition is covered by 
financial aid. 

De Haro will divide her time in 
Germany between two different 
schools. 

During the first semester, she 
will study German at the Univer- 


sity of Tiibingen. During her sec- 
ond semester, she will transfer to 
the Academy of Art and Design in 
Stuttgart to study her other major 
— studio art. 

She began learning German in 
high school because she already 
knew Spanish and had always 
wanted to travel. She went to Ger- 
many for three weeks with a high 
school group in the spring of 2008. 

“It was an awesome experience 
and I loved it,” De Haro said. 


In preparation for her year in 


Germany, De Haro finished a 
month-long immersion program in 
New Mexico. In addition to improv- 
ing her German, De Haro hopes the 
trip to Germany will inspire her 
own artwork. ; 

“I wanted to study in Germany 
because of the art culture there and 
my favorite artist, Franz Marc, was 
German,” De Haro said. “I could 
stare at [his work] for a long time. 


It’s gorgeous.” 


Growing up, De Haro said she 
was always “the art student.” In fall 
2010, she took a metal class, which 
led to metal as the selection for 
her studio art major. De Haro, who 
grew up making her own jewelry, 


said the choice was a good fit. 

De Haro plans to return some- 
time in August. 

“I'd like to travel all over Germa- 
ny,” De Haro said. “So far, I’ve only 
been to the southern part.” 

One particular attraction caught 
De Haro’s attention. 

“They have actual chocolate mu- 
seums in Germany,” she said. “I’d 
love to visit all of them.” 

De Haro said being apart from 
her friends, family and boyfriend 
will be the hardest part of her trip. 
However, De Haro said she hopes 
the experience will change her for 
the better. 

“I’m hoping to come back more 
confident in my German speaking 
abilities, but I’m also hoping that 
the experience will make me more 
outgoing and less shy,” she said. 

“I hope that when I come back 
and take my first class, I’ll actually 
raise my hand.” 

After graduation in 2013, De 
Haro plans to either join Ameri- 
Corps or the Peace Corps. 

“TI love traveling,” De Haro said. 
“And that way, I could volunteer 
and travel at the same time. After 
that, I’m not quite sure.”

Meduocrity, predictability invade ‘Cowboys and Aliens’ 


The film is an 
awkward combination 
_of science fiction and 


_ western genres.

As its title suggests, “Cowboys and 
Aliens” attempts to combine two dis- 
tinct genres — science fiction and west- 
ern — together, bringing forth an inter- 
esting concept. Attempt is the key word 
here, as the film actually fails to com- 
bine both genres something unique. 
Instead, the film has common conven- 
tions and clichés haphazardly thrown 
together into what makes up most of 
the film. 

It starts off quite simply,.with an 
amnesiac man by the name of Jake 
Lonergan (Daniel Craig) waking up in 
the middle of the desert with a strange 
gadget firmly attached to his wrist. His 


lack of memory doesn’t stop him from . 


being able to beat bad guys, though, as 
he effortlessly knocks three men out 
like a late 19th century Jason Bourne of 
the “Bourne Identity” series. Lonergan 
is soon taken to the nearest town called 
Absolution, where he discovers he is 
a wanted man. A mysterious woman 
named Ella (Olivia Wilde) also shows 
up and claims she knows who Loner- 
gan is, ominously telling 
him they share a similar 
goal. Lonergan brushes 
her off, however, and af- 
ter an unsuccessful fight 
with the sheriff’s men, is 
taken to jail. Col. Woodrow Dolarhyde 
(Harrison Ford) is then introduced as a 
man who has control over the town due 
to his wealth from selling cattle, and 
wants his son Percy released from jail 
as well. : 

Later that night, aliens attack and be- 
gin to lasso townsfolk. Lonergan’s de- 
vice reacts to their arrival, leading him 
to blast one of their ships down. When 
one of the aliens flees the scene, the 
townsmen decide to follow it back to its 
base to rescue the abducted townsfolk. 
Lonergan and crew then go on an ad-

venture in which Lonergan slowly. dis- 
covers who he really is. The cowboys 
and Native Americans then join forces 
to fight aliens and horses as fast as alien 
spaceships. 

In order for “Cowboys and Aliens” 
to really be about cowboys and aliens, 
the film understandably needs to uti- 
lize common tropes found in western 
and science fiction 
films. The prob- 
lem here is the 
plot feels so con- 
trived that halfway 
through, the movie 
is entirely predictable. Another issue is 
the movie is based off a comic book, but 
related very little with the original. 

The aliens’ main goal to collect 
gold on earth is ridiculous. Gold is ap- 
parently as valuable to them as it is to 
humans. The aliens abduct humans to 
analyze their weaknesses to liquidize 
the resource to bring back home. 

The characters in the film are very 
forgettable, despite the well-known ac- 
tors. Dolarhyde seems like a grumpy 
older Indiana Jones. whose main. goal 
is to emphasize the western ideals of 
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“being a man,” and helps develop the - 


character of Emmett (Noah Ringer). He 
also emphasizes the difficult relation- 
ship between Native Americans and the 
Whites of the time. 

Ella confuses more than clarifies, and 
is stuck in a role of being the woman of 
the crew and unable to do anything for 
the majority of the film. 

Jake Lonergan is the typical lone 
wolf who doesn’t really have a reason 
for being as cool and well-trained as he 
is. He’s the sole person out of the entire 
group who can actually fight against the 
aliens, and has the same type of weapon 
as the enemy does. 

Visually, the movie is consistent 
until they decide to include overlaying 
filters over certain scenes, like when 
Lonergan is carrying Ella after a battle 
with the aliens. The few flashbacks that 
Lonergan have also have an overlay- 
ing filter. The filter doesn’t have any 
significance or any purpose, but it is 
distracting and does not add to the film 
aesthetically. 

“Cowboys and Aliens” has much po- 
tential as a concept, but ultimately fails 
to deliver as a completed work.

Edis Dervisevic posts 
a double-double 
against Austin Daye.

LOS ANGELES — Long Beach 
State forward Edis Dervisevic may 
have only averaged 2.1 points per game 
last season as a reserve, but he made a 


case for a starting job Saturday witha . 


memorable performance against De- 
troit Pistons forward Austin Daye. 

Dervisevic outplayed his NBA coun- 
terpart through the first three quarters, 
however, Daye helped lead Hank’s 
Blazers past the senior’s Hank’s Cheat- 
ers IT squad in a 71-63 comeback vic- 
tory ata Drew League summer game at 
Washington Park gym. 

Dervisevic tallied 11 points, 10 re- 
bounds, five assists and four steals. 

“He did a good job, but it didn’t last 
throughout the whole game, because I 
wasn’t going to let that happen,” said 
Daye who was selected by the Pistons 
with the 15th overall pick in the 2009 
NBA Draft. “But he earned my respect. 
I mean, he earned a lot of people’s re- 
spect.” ‘ 


Dervisevic was heavily involved on 
both ends of the floor, guarding Daye 
on defense, with the two glued at the 
hip and constantly jawing at each other. 

Daye, who averaged 7.5 points last 
season with the Pistons, was taken out 
of the game for a breather late in the 
fourth quarter after one of many heated 
verbal exchanges with Dervisevic. 

Daye’s teammate and fellow NBA 
player Kenneth Faried’s high-flying 
leaps kept the crowd on its toes, while 
Daye’s jump shot seemed to be going 
down all game. ; 

Faried scored 23 points to go with 15 
rebounds, and three steals, while Daye 
put up 21 points, 12 rebounds and two 
assists. 

“{Daye] reads me and I read him,” 
said Faried, who was taken by the Nug- 
gets with the 22nd overall pick in the 
2011 NBA Draft. “I know what he likes 
and he knows what I like. This is our 
sixth or seventh time playing together.” 

Despite Hank’s Cheaters II leading 
for most of the game, Faried put togeth- 
er a 3-point play in the fourth quarter 
that changed the momentum. 

With the victory, Hank’s Blazers 
clinched the John Williams Division, 
securing the No. 1 seed in the playoff 
tournament with a 10-1 record this 
weekend when the team will face No. 8 
Hank’s Mounties on Friday at 6:30 p.m. 


Meanwhile, Hank’s Cheaters II fell 
to 9-2, and will enter the playoff tour- 
nament with the No. 3 seed to face No. 
6 Kings of L.A. Saturday at 5:15 p.m. 

Dervisevic’s performance also 
caught the attention of ESPN Los An- 
geles blogger Pedro Moura. 

“[I]t looked like Dervisevic would 
pull off an epic upset -- at least early on, 
when the 49er was beating Daye on en- 
ergy plays and sparking his team,” said 
Moura, who focused his July 31 entry 
on the match-up. 

Dervisevic, who played alongside 
LeBron James last weekend, could’ve 
used the two-time NBA most valuable 
player’s help again, or at least the full 
services of his LBSU and Drew League 
teammate Casper Ware. 

Ware was at James’ summer camp in 
San Diego, and did not arrive until the 
start of the fourth quarter, but still man- 
aged to score eight points in only eight 
minutes of play. 

Ware’s performance was highlight- 
ed with a teardrop shot that went over 
the top of the backboard, from back to 
front, soaring into the fans that were 
sitting behind the basket after speeding 
down the right side of the lane. 

“Thad to step up,” said Dervisevic, 
who made sure his team was on the 
same page by remaining vocal with his 
guys on the court. “Casper told me to 
hold it down until he got there because 
he was stuck in traffic.” 

Among Dervisevic’s many high- 
lights was a behind-the-back pass on a 
fastbreak that turned into an uncontest- 
ed layup, and evoked an eruption from 
the crowd late in the third quarter. 

“The first quarter I was playing like 
a bum, and then I told the coach I would 
slow it down and take over,” Dervisevic 
said. “We had to get the crowd behind 
us because we feed off of energy.”
